DID GUTHRIE AND McVEIGH CROSS PATHS? 


Birmingham, Alabama 



— The John Doe Times has learned that the jail-house book manuscript of Aryan Republican 
Army leader and confessed bank robber Richard Guthrie in which he promised to "tell all" 
about "more than just bank robberies" still exists and was at one time in the hands of the 
federal government, according to a source close to the Peter Langan cases. 

Guthrie, one of the leaders of the bank robbery gang known in the press as the "Midwestern 
Bank Bandits", was found dead in his jail cell in Covington, Kentucky on July 10, 1996 
within days of making his "tell-all" promise to a reporter for the Los Angeles Times. His 
death was ruled a suicide. 

The manuscript may be extremely important, both as potentially exculpatory evidence in the 
Langan cases and to help investigators form a complete understanding of the Oklahoma City 
bombing conspiracy. This is especially true if the manuscript contains Guthrie's recollections 
about places and people he visited: from Hayden Lake, Idaho and Louis Beam to Elohim City, 
Oklahoma and Andreas Carl Strassmeir. In addition, Guthrie's travels around the country 
appear to intersect at critical times with those of convicted Oklahoma City bomber Timothy 
McVeigh. 

Long time readers of the John Doe Times will recall that Jennifer McVeigh, Timothy's sister, 
told the FBI that her brother gave her some money in the fall of 1994 that he said was part of 
his take from helping someone plan a bank robbery. 

It is expected that attorneys for Peter Langan, who is facing charges resulting from a 
"shootout" at the time of his arrest in January, 1996 as well as conspiracy and other bank- 
robbery related charges in Philadelphia, will seek to obtain a copy of the Guthrie manuscript 
under federal evidence "discovery" rules. 

Guthrie, the first ARA leader to be arrested, told the FBI where they could find Fangan, at a 
safehouse at 585 Reinhard Street, Columbus, Ohio. It was behind that safehouse, in Charlie 
Alley, where the FBI attempted to arrest Fangan on January 18, 1996. The arrest attempt 
degenerated into a one-sided target shoot (Fangan's pistol was never fired) that loosed some 
fifty-plus rounds in what Fangan would later characterize as an "FBI assassination attempt." 

In addition, Guthrie cut a deal with the U.S. prosecutors to testify against Fangan and others 
in the bank robbery gang and was, at the time of his apparent suicide, going to benefit from 
his deal. That he intended to write a book is evidenced not only by his statement to the FA 
Times, but also by the following letter which was received by a Columbus Dispatch editor in 
early April, 1996:

Dear Mr._: 

My correspondence regards retrieving copies of all articles that are pertinent to the "Mid- 
Western Bank Bandits." 

As a token for your assistance, I'll forward you a copy of the book that I'm currently writing. 
Your cooperation is appreciated. 

Sincerely, 

Richard Guthrie." 

The reasons for Guthrie's apparent suicide have been the source of some speculation, 
including in the pages of past issues of the John Doe Times. Some have hinted that Guthrie's 
death, if self-inflicted, may have been coerced. 

Below we present the complete text of Guthrie's two "suicide notes" which were apparently 
found on his bunk at the time of his death. The first is addressed to Guthrie's lawyer. The 
second is to his brother Nick. 

"10 July 1996 

Dear Kelly: 

You'll have to excuse the way I've dealt with resolving the dilemma I'm in, but sometimes it 
takes something like suicide to settle a problem. Especially one that's liken to mine. 

I would appreciate it if you would forward the enclosed letter to my brother Nick. 

Good luck with your future endeavors. 

Sincerely, 

Richard Guthrie." 

"10 July 1996 


Dear Nick: 



When you receive this letter, I will be dead. 

I'm sure that you're going to question my motive, But the fact is that I have no intentions of 
putting our family in harm’s way. 

The worst part about this is that the media is going to gloat over the past events as well as my 
testimony against Pete and others, and I'm sure you understand what the consequences are for 
me in the future. Simply put, better now than later. 

I'm certain that if you were in my shoes, you would concur. 

Finally, there's a box that contains photos of the family, and it's in Virginia Stewart's 
possession. To locate her call Les Burton at the South Daytona Bch Police Department, in S. 
Daytona Bch, Florida. 

Take care. 

Your Brother, 

Richard." 

Whether the retribution for his family that Guthrie feared so much as to be moved to take his 
own life came from the FBI or his former Kameraden may be answered by the manuscript, if 
it can be obtained and made public after the Langan trials. His possible association with Tim 
McVeigh might also be confirmed. 

On the subject of a McVeigh-Guthrie connection, the following "Travel Log" (which was 
forwarded to the John Doe Times by an avid reader) was "compiled from various sources:
